GENERAL TEXTILE STRIKE CALLED FOR MONDAY; 
STEEL UNION THREATENS TO ORDER WALKOUT 


COTTON WORKERS

WASHINGTON, Mar 30.—-4)—A 
general strike in the eotton textile in- 
dustry was called tonight and at the 
same time came a threat of a walkout 
in another of the nation’s great in- 
dustries, steel, if union demands were 
not met. 

The announcement that he had or- 
dered a strike effective Monday came 
from Thomas F, McMahon, president 
of the United Textile Workers of 
America, simultaneously with a state- 


ment from steel union leaders demand- 
ing that they be accorded the right t@ 
choose their spokesmen for collective 
bargaining. 

Threats of a cotton textile strike 
had come almost immediately follow- 
ing Hugh 8S. Johnson's order last week 
allowing mills to curtail production 
25 per cent. The order, to be effec- 
tive for 12 weeks, was assailed as 
bringing a flat corresponding reduc- 
tion in wages. 

Johnson gave as his reason mount- 
ing unsold stocks in the industry, with 
decreasing unfilled orders. 

He ordered the curtailment should 
be made without bringing shutdowns 
of a week. or more, and that weeklr 
reports should be submitted to aid 
him in determining whether or when 
it should be rescinded. 

Wage Cuts Refused. 

“The issue at stake,” McMahon 
said, “apparently is whether the work- 
ers are willing to accept a 2) per 
cent wage reduction. The answer, 
based upon telegrams from our work- 
ers in the north and south, in an 
emphatic ‘No’.” 

McMahon made it clear the strike 
order would not be rescinded unless 
the production curtailment order, 
granted at the request of the cotton 
textile code authority, was canceled.

LITTLE HOPE IS SEEN : 
FOR JUNE PAYMENTS 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—(/)— 
The United States was faced today 
with a slender chance of collecting 
millions of dollars owed this govern- 
ment or American citizens by debtors 
all over the world. 


_ While President Roosevelt put the 
finishing touches to his war debts mes- 
sage to congress, diplomatic efforts to 
collect approximately a half billion 
dollars were apparently fruitless, 


Summarized the American debt sit- 
uation is: 


Situation Summarized, 


1. None of the 13 debtor nations 
with war debts installments falling 
due June 15 has made any reply to 
“please remit” notes dispatched to 
them through their envoys here. Only 
Great Britain—aside from prompt 
Finland—held out any promise of 
partial payment. Other debtor nations, 
barring financial miracles, were ex- 
pected to default. 

2. Negotiations with soviet Russia 
for a debt funding agreement cover- 
ing loans made to the provisional 
Kerensky government, imperial Rus- 
sian bonds floated here fore the 
World War, and private claims, were 
momentarily stalemated. 

3. Germany, despite vigorous pro- 
tests by the United States, announced 
a further reduction in its interest pay- 
ments to approximately 250,000 hold- 
ers of $600,000,000 in German bonds. 

Information Lacking. 

Definite official information con- 
cerning action by the United States 
or any of the European creditor na- 
tions in the debt question was lacking. 
Secretary Hull and Undersecretary 
Phillips conferred with the president 
for nearly an hour before he left for 
New York, but neither the White 
House nor state department disclosed 
the nature of their talk. 


The president told newspapermen he 
expected to send the war debts mes- 
sage to congress on Friday. He gave 
no hint of its nature, except that it 
contained nothing which would re- 
quire legislative action by congress. 

Agreement Withheld. 


A tentative debt-funding agreement 
under which Finland would receive 
materially reduced interest rates has 


already been negotiated, but the 
president’s statement indicated he 
might not send it to this session of 
congress for ratification. 

Despite the fact Finland ia the only 
nation which has met its obligations 
in full on due dates, considerable op- 
position to the refunding agreement 
was said to exist in congress, due 
chiefly to the precedent it might set 
for similar debt adujstments with 
other nations. 

From one well-informed source it 
was learned Great Britain had made 
cautious overtures for a partial pay- 
ment of its installment due June 15 
on the understanding—or in the hope 
—that the United States would 
agree to enter into discussions for a 
readjustment of the entire debt ques 
tion. 

No General Conference. 

President Roosevelt has made _ it 
clear repeatedly the United States 
would not participate in any general 
debt conference. He has offered sev- 
eral times, however, to discuss possi- 
ble readjustments with any one cred- 
itor nation. 

The British proposal—forecast in 

ress dispatches from London—was 
elieved to be a diplomatic attempt 
to achieve the equivalent of a gen- 
eral settlement through negotiations 
carried on only by Great Britain. — 

The suggested proposal, according 
to report here, called for a review 
of the dar-debt question by the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain. The 
British, who loaned large amounts to 
other European nations, would, in 
effect, although not officially, repre- 
sent the other debtor nations. 

Would Provide Basis. 

Rny revision or adjustment of the 
British debt, the largest owed this 
country, would provide the basis for 
readjustments of other debt-funding 
agreements. 

Great Britain, as the creditor of 
other European countries, has offer- 
ed downward revision contingent on 
scaling down of the British debt by 
the United States. Any revision of 
the British debt would, progressively, 
be passed on to other nations. 

Despite press reports from Moscow, 
state department officials insisted to- 
day soviet-American negotiations for 
a debt-funding agreement had _ not 
broken down. It was learned, how- 
ever, the United States has submit- 


ted terms for a_ settlement which 
have not yet been accepted by the 
soviets. 

Officials here explained negotia- 
tions were still in progress and that 
an amiable settlement was expected. 
Reports that the negotiations had 
“gone on the rocks” because of a de- 
mand that the soviets be granted a 
large cash loan, or credits, were not 
confirmed at the state department. 

Germany’s virtual moratorium on 
interest payments to American bond- 
holders was decided upon despite 
strong American opposition. The 
United States, when the question was 
first raised, sent Germany two strong- 
ly worded notes, protesting the reduc- 
tions and the discrimination against 
Americans by larger 
Swiss and Dutch bondholders.

Atlantan Declares He Is

. WASHINGTON, May 30.—(7)~ 
The marines notwithstanding, Eugene 
R. Black, governor of the federal re- 
serve, said today he was planning an 
early takeoff for his old job and home 
in Atlanta. 

“I am not afraid of the marines,” 
stated the thin, lanky and erect souti:- 
erner when reminded President Rowse- 
velt had told newspapermen he would 
call eut this branch of the armed 
forces to keep Black in Washington. 

But, the Federal Reserve head let St 

known, if Mr. Roosevelt felt his 
leaving in any way would disturb 
progress of the recovery program, he 
would continue to stand by the guns. 

“IT don't want to appear dissatisfied 
here, ’ said Black, “for I am pleased 
with my work and my associates.

Summoned to Capital. 

_ When President Roosevelt took of- 
fice in March, 1933, with the nation’s 
financial and money system paralized 
as never before in history, he needed a 
man of broad banking knowledge. 
Down south there was a general fed- 
eral reserve banker the incoming pres- 
ident had met on numerous trips to

summoned to Washington. 

Black accepted a temporary appoint- 
ment—four months. 

_ Important points in the money pol- 
icy arose, some of the rockribbed con- 
servatives in important New Deal 
posts balked, but in the thick of all of 
it, the federal reserve head in public 
utterances was consistently behind 
President Roosevelt. 

Cool Head. 

Black was not given to calamity 
howling. He was from and of the old 
south, and in his 60 years had seen 
this section arise from the ruin of 
the War Between the States. Tradi- 
tion had taught him in trying times to 
ae a cool head. 

_The southerner readily was recog- 
nized by his Washington associates for 
his common sense and good humor. 

Then, several months later—with 
the financial machine again in some 
kind of running order—Black had a 
little time in which to think, and he 
said today the more he thought the 
more he wanted to go back south. 

Although his departure has general- 
ly been set for shortly after adjourn- 
ment of congress, Black said today he 
did not know when he would get 
away, but expected it would be soon.

“T.ast August, while I was holding 
court in Fulton county the _ state | 


of Nevada sent a sheriff, armed with | 


requisition papers from the governor.

NAVAL DISCUSSIONS 
-4TO BEGIN IN FORTNIGHT 

LONDON, May 30.—(/)—Prelimi- 
nary discussions of major powers in 
preparation for the 1935 naval con- 
ference will begin in London within a 
fortnight, it was revealed today, after 
Great Britain’s invitation to take part 
had been formally accepted by Japan. 

Acceptance by the United States al- 
ready had been received, and while 
Italy and France have not replied it 
was indicated they will join the dis- 
cussions. 

The conversations will be in London 
and will take the form of diplomatic 
discussions. None of the powers will 
bind itself to any particular part of 
the general naval situation, but politi- 
cal questions, such as far eastern mate 
ters, will be sidetracked if they arise. 

Japanese quarters made it plain 
that the acceptance by their nation 
was for naval discussions only, with 
political considerations barred. 

It was learned authoritatively that 
some other powers, notably Russia 
and Germany, have shown interest in 
the discussions, but have not been ask- 
ed to participate.

The death of John T. Boifeuillet 
removes a useful, widely respected 
and picturesque citizen who for 
nearly 50 years has been a prom- 
inent figure in the:life of the state. 

AS a néwspaper man, an influ- 
ential member of the general as- 
sembly for several terms, a mem- 
ber of the old railroad commission, 


clerk of the house of representa- 


tives and as secretary of the state 


senate, which position he held at 
the time of his death, he had served 
the public conscientiously and con- 


spicuously for nearly half a centry. 


Few men-in Georgia have been 
more widely known than Mr. Boi- 
feuillet, who in his ability and per- 
sonal charm exemplified the best 
traditions of southern manhood.

Palestine 


Booms. 

Palestine is booming from Dan to 
Bersheeba, that is to say from the 
one end to the other. The cities of 
Tel-Aviv and~-Haifa are rapidly ap- 
proaching metropolitan dimensions. 
Jerusalem is being modernized. There 
is an acute shortage of 
Palestine in spite of the fact that 
45,000 Jewish immigrants entered the 
country in the past year and as many 
Arabic wanderers. The government 


has a large surplus—which other 
government has that at the present 
time ?—and the money is going to be 
utilized to. improve harbor facilities. 
to build more roads and to build 
some more schools for Arab children. 
It is to be noted that the Jews, who 
are far in the minority in the coun- 
try, pay 80 per cent of the taxes. The 
Jews support a school system of their 
own. Arab education is therefore 
largely ag ayo from Jewish taxes. 
A fact to noted, for you wont hear 
this mentioned when the detractors of 
the Zionist experiment in Palestine 
get going. eS 


Levant Fair. 


The biggest fair the near east ever 
saw, the Levant fair, is being held at 
the present moment in el-Aviv. 
Fifty-two nations have erected pa- 
vilions there, soviet Russia, Italy and 
Turkey—Palestine’s former overlord 
—included. The buildings are design- 
ed by Dr. Richard Kauffmann, one of 
the leading architects of Germany— 
and the world, former professor at 
the famous Bau-Haus (architectural 
college) in Dessau, which the nazis 
closed. Tens of thousands of tourists 
are pouring into the Holy Land from 
neighooring countries and from as 
far away as British India to see the 


show.

Activity. 

Eighty-five new industries started 
up in Palestine in the last’six months. 
This makes the number of factories 
in the Holy Land well over a thou- 
sand, all begun since the war. Agri- 
cultural colonies are springing up in 
all directions. Yes, and Haifa is going 
to be, I made that prediction 10 
years ago, Haifa is going to be the 
most important harbor in the east- 
ern extremity of the Mediterranean. 
It’s Sir Arthur Wauchope, high com- 
missioner for Palestine, who says it 
this time. More important than Alex- 
andria and Port Said. When will this 
happen? Ten years hence, a quarter 
century in the future? Nothing of 
the sort. Within a few years. Four 
million fi.e hundred tons of oil will 
he pumped into Haifa as soon as the 
Mosul pipe line is ready. And that 
will be within a few months. For of 
the 16 pumping staions 11 are in 
place today. 


World 


Significance. 


In terms of geographic economy it 
all means that one of the few remain- 
ing great markets of the world—the 
middle east—is about to be opened up 
to modern exploitation. Of that mar- 
ket Palestine has an enormous hinter- 
land, the whole of Arabia, including 
Transjordan, Irak, the Hedjha coun- 
try, Lebanon, Syria, way up to the 
Russian borders and Persia. It’s no 
contemptible little affair this Pales- 
tine, for the upbuilding of which we 
have, also in this place, broke many 
a lance. It’s big business. You will 
hear of Palestine in days to come in 
terms you never expected. 


Others Follow. 


As might be expected, other near 
eastern countries, all of them in the 
grip of the economic depression, 
want to share in the benefits which 
Palestine has deriyed from the influx 
of Jewish immigrants and capital. 
‘The president of the Lebanon repub- 
lic said at the Levant fair: “We 
invite the Jews to come and settle in 
the Lebanon. They can acquire as 
much land as they like. We make no 
difference between races and peoples 
in the Lebanon.”’: ‘That's the chief of 
a “backward” country speaking, 
Herr Hitler! "Lebanon is a_ rock,’ 
says the Bible. ‘It will become a 
fruitful garden.” Jewish colonization 
hodies have just taken an option on 
50,000 dunams of land there. And in 
Syria, invited by the French govern- 
ment to do so, the same bodies have 
an option on the Berchta valley, the 
size of a province.

r News Behind the News 


By PAUL MALLON. 


POLITICS WASHINGTON, May 30. The country seems to 
be rather quiet, politically. 

If the people are angry at anyone,:- they have failed to show it 
in seven primary elections so far. : 

That is the unmistakable news behind the results from a rep- 
resentative number of widely flung states—Oregon, South Dakota, 
Illinois, Indiana, Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Alabama. 

A check shows that, in those primaries, exactly 100 sitting con- 
gressmen went up against the electoral guns for renomination and 
96 came off victorious. Only four were denied renomination. Two 
were democrats and two republicans. 

Such a low mortality rate is extrem@ly unusual. 


TOLL When the people are ‘aroused, they ordinarily take it 

out on the ‘‘ins.’”’ That is what they did two years ago. 
The heads of sitting congressmen were lopped off in the primaries 
by the dozens. The country apparently was bent on annihilating 
everyone who had a federal job. 

So far, this year, democratic Representatives Jeffers, of Ala- 
bama, and Nesbit, of Illinois, are the only two among 57 of their 
democratic congressmen to get the ax. They are admittedly iso- 
lated cases. Jeffers is supposed to have lost because he received 
officers’ retirement pay, or, at least, that was an issue in his cam- 
paign. Nesbit ran up against the influential democratic leader, Igoe, 
of Illinois. « 

_ The two republicans to fall were Simpson, of Illinois, and Wal- 
dron, of Pennsylvania, also isolated cases. 

Forty of their republican comrades were renominated. 
ELATION The democrats are crowing about this, saying it 

shows approval of President Roosevelt. It certainly 
does, as far as the democratic party is concerned. But it also 
shows the republican voters are equally well satisfied with the men 
representing them in congress. 

There will be dispute as to whether this satisfied look among 
voters on both sides of the fence is a harbinger of a democratic 
victory when the fence is torn down in the fall and the two parties 
tear into each other. You can tell better about that along about 
next October. 

For the present, the democrats are insisting they will lose no 
more than 25 house seats in November. The republicans are hoping 
for a gain of between 50 and 75S. 

Such claims are not worth the breath it takes to make them. 

No one can tell accurately now what the temper of the coun- 
try will be five months hence. 


BOLOGNA The navy has only half covered -the failure of the 

Macon in the southern maneuvers. Very soon, the 
fact will be out that the lighter-than-air craft apparently is a bo- 
logna in fact as well as in shape. 

The battleship admirals will be pleased. They have never 
thought much of giant dirigibles. Mr. Roosevelt may hear some- 
thing about it when he reviews the fleet. ' Thesé ‘developments will 
probably force congress to take a definite attitude on lighter-than- 
air naval policy. Dirigible enthusiasts always seem to be able to 
get millions out of congress. They did after the sensational dis- 
asters to the Akron and the Shenandoah. It will be harder next 


time. 


COURT The supreme court crossed its fingers carefully on the 
new deal in the Arkansas insurance case last Monday. 

It seemed to say that it approved seizure of property in the 
Minnesota mortgage case a few months ago only as a temporary 
emergency proposition and could not approve seizure as a perma- 
nent proposition in the Arkansas case. 

No one will dare to say what the supreme court thinks beyond 
its written words, but court followers are convinced that the court 
realizes the national emergency is passing. 

STOCK MARKET The. wise men in Wall Street know they can 

make money as uSual under the new stock 
market bill. They realize they are very, very lucky that the regu- 
lations are no worse from their standpoint. | 

The idea seems to be that high-priced stocks will fluctuate 
more sharply—by halves, instead of eighths and quarters. It will 
hurt the chiselers who have been shaving an eighth here and there. 
Low-priced stocks may rise and fall by quarters. 

These are only general expectations. Quotations still will be 


made in eighths. 


VETERANS Veterans’ organization officials say privately they 

have no objection to publishing the list of those 

receiving veterans’ compensation if the government puts up along- 

side the names of income taxpayers. Then everyone will know 
where the money comes from and where it goes. 

NAVY Congressman spent days trying to promote a free ride 

for themselves to the fleet maneuvers. The navy in- 

sisted there was no room for them and declined to provide any. 

Usually, the navy is eager to give anything to a congressman.

gave as reasons Mr. Roosevelt's “in-

“There is only one way,” they add- 
ed, “to avert this strike—for the pres- 
ident to invite the directors of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute (in- 
dustry code authority) to the White 
House for a conference with the Amal- 
gamated Association in order to ob- 
tain compliance with section 7-A of 
the recovery act and article 4, section 
1 of the steel code.” 

“Minimum” demands were listed as 
a 30-hour week with $1 an hour mini- 
mum wage, improved working condi- 
tions, and “the establishment of dem- 
ocratic means, unlike the autocratic 
company union,” to negotiate with 
management. 

They said they would have no fur- 
ther statement to make pending a con- 
ference tomorrow with Chairman 
Wagner of the labor board. 


Steel Code Signed. 

The steel code changes approved by 
the president removed the last vestige 
of authorized price fixing: rearranged 
the multiple basing point system of 
pricing to meet inequities perpetuated 
or developed under the old code; made 
the eight-hour labor day unconditional 
throughout the industry for the first 
time; gave the administration powers 
which it has not had heretofore to re- 
view and disapprove acts of the code 
authority; and redueed the code ex- 
pense burden on small mills without 
cutting their voting power. 

In ordering the code into effect the 
president did not give unqualified ap- 
proval to the multiple basing point 
system, but, declaring its continuance 
necessary in the current economic 
emergency, ordered that within six 
months the trade commission and 
NRA complete a joint study. of ef- 
fects of the basing point on prices to 
consumers; and on whether it is per- 
mitting or encouraging price fixing, 
giving unfair advantages to some pro- 
ducers, or artificial disadvantages to 
some consumers. He expressly left the 
door open to amendment of the code 


later, 
NRA’s Idea. 

That order was issued on NRA’s 
own suggestion. With the great in- 
crease of basing points provided by 
the new code, on a schedule designed 
to relate them more completely to the 
points of production, the step went 
out to meet criticism of the trade com- 
mission and of senators. 

‘The new code will be effective June 
11, and the old code, due to expire 
tomorrow, was extended to that date. 
The reason given was that the indus-

This said NRA brought employ- 
ment nearly to 1929 levels, though 
roduction was 75 per cent of 1929. 
igures through the end of last year 
indicated the ig companies increased 
pay rolls one hundred millions and 
income only $44,000,000, while the 
smaller companies increased pay 
rolls eight millions and income ten. 
While the big ones lost a net of $65,- 
000,000, the little ones made a net 
profit of more than $5,000,000. 

“It is evident in the light of these 
figures that consumers were not be- 
ing exploited and that small enter- 
prises were not being oppressed un- 
der the code,” the report said. 

The new code provided for admin- 
istration veto over the code authority; 
fixed unconditionally a maximum 
eight hour day, and continued the 
average 40-hour week of as many as 
six days. 

Shortly after the president’s an- 
nouncement the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciaton of Iron, Steel and Tin Work- 
ers said a general strike would be 
called unless the steel industry gave 
them the right to choose their spokes- 
men for collective bargaining.

BELLEVILLE, Iil.—Two men 
were treated for serious injuries suf- 
fered in outbreaks of violence during 
a demonstration by 5,000 workers in 
sympathy with striking employes of 
the Knapp-Monarch Electrical Appli- 
ance factory. ‘The mayor telegraph- 
ed the national labor board to send 
a mediator to end the difficulties. 

TOLEDO— Plans for a_ strike 
Thursday of electrical workers, which 
would have paralyzed industry, were 
postponed 24 hours upon request of 
Charles P. Taft, federal labor media- 
tor, while the Electric Auto-Lite 
strike remained deadlocked, some of 
the national guardsmen on duty here 
were to be moved out. 

SAN FRANCISCO.—Pacifie coast 
longshoremen voted on a proposal of 
ship owners for joint operation of 
the disputed hiring halls, San Fran- 
cisco strikers rejecting it while union 
leaders at Portland decried the sug- 
gestion as “a subterfuge.”

vicarious authors who used to spraw!

paper and crowd the regular members 
of the writing staff into cramped 
quarters among the obesity cures and 
learn-to-be-a-detective advertisements. 
This has been accomplished without 
any interference from the federal 
trade commission or any formal ac- 
tion on the part of the Newspaper 
Guild.

U.S. REPORT SHOWS 
GAINS IN BUSINESS 


Atlanta Federal Reserve 
Bank Review Points to 
March Upward. 


Continued increase in nearly all 
lines of trade and industry in. the 
sixth federal reserve district for 1934 
compared with the same period in 
1933 is shown in the review of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta, 
made public Wednesday. This despite 
some slight seasonal declines for May 
when compared with the preceding 
banner month of April. 

Department stores in the district 
show a net gain in business for the 
first four months of 1934 of 40.4 
per cent, despite a decrease of 14 
per cent for April against March, 


1934. The months of March and 
April this year show 47 per cent bet- 
ter trade than the same two months 
last year. The increase for April 
this year over the same month a 
year ago is 27.8 per cent. 

Gains in the volume of life insur- 
ance sales, in building permits at re- 
porting cities and in the daily aver- 
age consumption of cotton and pro- 


‘duction of pig iron and in employ- 
/ment at reporting 
other indices that the steady climb 


cotton mulls are 


back to prosperity is continuing, 
practically unabated, in the south- 
east. 


Declines in trade, both retail and 


wholesale, are attributed to expected 
seasonal effects, while coal mining 
shows a drop caused, however, by 
strikes in some Alabama _ mines. 
Building and construction contracts 
awarded also show a decline, but all 
these lines remain far above their 
marks of one year ago. 

Savings deposits in Atlanta mem- 
ber banks increased 1.6 per cent dur- 
ing April over the preceding month, 
while the increase over April, 1933, 
is 10 per cent. 

Turning to agriculture, the review 
shows an estimated peach crop sur- 
passing that of 1933 by more than a 
million bushels, with the great bulk 
of this in Georgia. A crop of 6,546,- 
000 bushels is foreseen in the state 
this year compared to 5,440,000 in 
1933. Figures for the total crip in 
the five states are 8,948,000 (esti- 
mated) this year and 7,057,000 in 
1933.

Governor’ Talmadge received $7,291 
in salary and $35,518 for traveling ex- 
penses.

The audit showed that C. E. Stewart 
received $1,073 salary as special in- 
vestigator and Hugh Howell, of At- 
lanta, and W. B. Mann, of McRae, 
$500 each as special attorneys.

West actually made 
this unconventional opening lead be- 
cause his hand contained no sure re- 
entry. East was permitted to hold 
the first trick with the 10, but when 
the knave was returned, South won 
with the ace. Figuring. on the basis 
of the information disclosed, that 
West had only four clubs, South now 
decided to play the hand upon the 
basis of a normal break in the heart 
suit. He led the king from his own 
hand and West discarded a diamond. 
South now knew that West had not 
led his fourth-best elub. Inasmuch 
as he had no hearts, he must have had 
a five-card suit originally and this ap- 
parently was clubs. With this count 
on the West hand. South was com- 
pelled to change his plans. 

He led the eight of spades, West 
covered with the nine, and Dummy’s 
knave was taken by East’s king. Had 
East, at this point, returned another 
spade, South could not have fulfilled 
his contract. East, however, not real- 
izing the difficulties he was creating 
for his partner, led the queen of 
hearts. West was again forced to dis- 
card, dropping a club, and the ace 
in Dummy won the trick. The de- 
clarer now laid down the ace of dia- 
monds in Dummy, and _ returned 
Dummy’s last diamond, playing the 
king from his own hand.- He then 
led a small diamond, which West was 
forced to win with the queen, and 
West returned a club, which South 
won with the king. South now cashed 
his established diamond. and then re- 
turned another clab, again forcing 
West into the lead, and West, who 
held only the queen-seven of spades, 
was compelled to concede the remain- 
ing trick, 

Even after his partner's failure to 
return a spade to the fifth trick, West 
could have defeated the contract by 
playing the queen of diamonds un- 
der South’s king. This would have 
permitted East to gain the lead on 
the third round of diamonds with his 
knave, and West would not then have 
been caught in the end-play.

It was a newrecord. And 135,000 saw the race, more than 
twice the numbér that packed Churchill Downs to see the Ken- 
tucky Derby run. 

It’s a grand spectacle—a great sport, and relatively no 
more dangerous than football or horse racing or hunting which 
take an annual toll in lives. They are all killer sports. When 
anything is traveling at top speed, there is danger. Jogkey 
Dominick Bellizzi was crushed to death by the flying, steel-Shod 
hoofs of horses in a race last week. Charley Kurtsinger and 
Don Meade narrowly escaped death at Belmont Park a few days 
ago when their horses piled up on the track. 

There is a great and terrible lure about speed. There 
always will be. And when the crashes come there is 
always a stunning blow to the nervous system. 

I’ve seen them both—pile-ups on the horse tracks and at the 
Indianapolis track. I recall two cars that locked wheels in front 
of the main grandstand, bouiided over the fence and rolled into 
the infield. Neither driver was injured beyond bruises. 
is something that grips the vitals when those speeding metal 
thunderbolts clash and crash with the scream 
rising above the sound of tortured metal and “reaking steel. 

But when horses come tearing down the stretch and 
one of the leaders goes down, there is a sight that chills 
the blood. I saw five horses pile up one summer’s 
afternoon at the Bainbridge track, and when the dust 
had lifted there were three crumpled bodies on the 
track. The mad scream of the ambulance’s horn echoed 
over the horror of the crowd. And one of those 
crumpled forms was still with a stillness that was to be 
eternal. 

There is no essential reason for any of our dangerous sports, 
but as long as we live there will always be the Jure of speed 
and men will race horses and ‘automobiles and go down the 
sides of mountains in bob sleds or leap tremendous distances 
on skis. Speed breeds thrills. There is as much reason for 
one as the other.

sixth place, was 20 miles back of the 
flying leaders. The others were strung 
out miles back, with the one sur- 
viving oil burner piloted by William 
(Stubby) Stubblefield, of Los Angeles, 
gamely struggling along to the finish.

As Rose and Cummings swung into 
the last 25 miles, the immense crowd 
jumped to its feet and cut loose with 
a throaty cheer before the ultimate 
crowning of a new speed champion. 
Cummings was steadily increasing his 
lead with Rose in desperate pursuit. 
The spectators sensed that Cummings 
was the winner in the last lap of the 
race and gave him a mighty cheer as 
he sped on to victory.

Both Goodman and Little are fine 
competitors. This merely means both 
are capable of full concentration un- 
der fire—both stick to the job and 
neither is easily discouraged. 

They are two serious young men 
who make no careless plays—who 
have sound judgment on the club to 
be used—and who are careful to the 
last degree. They throw nothing 
away through wandering thoughts or 
jangled nerves. 

Each will be wearing a crown, and 
this lends added confidence if the 
breaks happen to be the right way. 
Little has one advantage—he cant 
lose his for another year—no matter 
what happens. The odds against both 
will be heavy, but this applies to every

Market Awaits 


Treasury’s Refinancing Plans 


By W. R. HUFF. 
NEW YORK, May 30.—(4)—The 
government securities market looks for 


an announcement before the week is 
out regarding the federal treasury’s 
financing plans for June 15, its next 
i financing date. 

Bankers expect the treasury will 
make an exchange offering at that 
time for the called fourth 4 1-4 per 
cent Liberty bonds, amounting to $1,- 
200,000,000. These bonds were called 
on April 15 for redemption on Octo- 

r 15. 
In addition, the treasury has $175,- 
000,000 of 1-4 per cent certificates 
maturing oh June 15 which must’ be 
redeemed or refinanced. The next 
maturity thereafter comes on Aun- 
gust 1. 

The market has now changed its 
mind about the possibility of a huge 
issue of securities for the purpose of 
refinancing some of the near maturi- 
ties of short-term obligations, and 
also to raise new funds for the treas- 
ury in line with its recovery expendi- 
ture program. 

The rate of expenditure for recov- 
ery purposes has been slower than an- 
ticipated and the treasury still has 
about $1,200,000,000 on deposit with 
various banks. This seems to pre- 
clude the immediate need for selling 
more securities on which interest 
would have to be paid. 

Since expenditures outside of the 
ordinary budget are now at the rate 


of only about $400,000,000 a month, 


compared with original expectations 
far in excess of that figure, cash still 
held at banks is enough to carry the 
government’s program along for sev- 
eral months. 

Conditions in the government bond 
market are extremely favorable for 
any kind of financing, in the opinion 
of Wall Stréet bankers. Treasury 
notes maturing in from two to four 
years are selling at yield prices of 1 
per cent to 2 per cent, while longer 
term federal bonds are yielding less 
than 3 per cent except in the case of 
the higher coupon issnes. The latter 
have not been as popular as the lower- 
coupon issnes because of the high pre- 
minms at which they sell. 

Despite the advantages to the treas- 
ury’s technical position of refunding 
nart of the short-term debt, bankers 
elieve that the market will continue 
favorable thronghout the summer and 
that — of opportunities will be 
presented for this operation. The me- 
chanics of the market wonld be over- 
taxed, it is thought, if the treasury 
attempted too much at once. 

Excess reserves of federal reserve 
member banks remain in the neighbor- 
hood of $1.650,000.000. This huge 
backlog of funds will be sufficient for 
many months to come, it is said, to 
insure cheap borrowing conditions for 
the government, 

With the treasury spending some 
of its profits gained through gold de- 
valuation, the pressure of bank funds 
in search of investments is expected 
to increase in coming weeks.
